Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The cancellation and changes to the claims, as set forth in the 
Examiner's amendment, were discussed and agree upon in order to overcome the prior art and 112 2nd paragraph 
issues. 

Regarding claim 17, step (f) removes the conductive layer of the top surface of the partition walls (see figure 8) will 
cause discontinuities in the first conductive layer 82. Since the product is sealed, it was unclear how the broken 
conductive layers can be connected to a power source. The Applicant presents ways to overcome this but none was 
disclosed in the specification. Therefore, step (f) was omitted to overcome this issue. 

Claims 1 and 2 are not novel in view of at least (US Patent 5,223,106). During the interview, the Applicant wished to 
cancel claims 1, 2, and subsequent dependent claims 3-16 to advance claims 17-30 in condition for allowance. 
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
